It’s a Timbercrete passive-solar space 
in the bush which has an unobstructed 
view of Sydney. I have big baskets full of

then rubbed and rolled. To finish, it is 
“shocked” by moving it from very hot to 
very cold water, then thrown onto a hard 
surface - this causes the wool to shrink 
and the fibres to lock and bond together. 
MY MAIN SOURCES of inspiration are travel 
and the natural environment - the bush, 
the sea, the moon.

What's the starting point for 
setting up a contemporary 
dinner party? Firstly, you 
need a fabulous dining table 
as your feature centrepiece 
accompanied by stylish and 
comfy chairs - the kind that 
make your guests relax and 
settle in for great food and 
conversation. Here, I've 
achieved the contemporary 
feel by teaming cool black 
chairs with a timber-style table. 
What are the key furniture 
pieces for the look?

or buffet is an important piece 
to have in the room. Not only 
can you use it as storage for all 
your dinnerware or wine etc, 
you can use it as a serving area 
or simply a space to display 
a beautiful Easter dessert. 

So, how about the table 
setting? For a contemporary 
look, I like to keep things casual 
with a stack of plates and bundle 
of cutlery rather than traditional 
individual place settings.

table and let everyone help 
themselves - it gives a more 
casual and relaxed feel. 

And the decor? At a dinner 
party, beautifully presented 
food can act as part of the 
decor. Fill glass vessels, platters, 
cake stands and bowls with an 
assortment of delicious treats. 

By varying the heights you 
create a tablescape that leads 
the eye around the space. Also, 
no dinner party is complete 
without candles, but you don't 
have to put them in the centre of 
the table. Here, I've placed them 
on the buffet so they'll cast a 
lovely glow, but won't get in the 
way of the food.

Step 1 Use tape measure and Sharpie to 
measure and mark copper pipe into eight 
iengths.

Step 5 Repeat “Step 3” with remaining 
copper iengths. Attach “U” shape to other 
end of the 60cm iengths.

Creative culture clash 

Danish Jens H. Jensen and Japanese Mariko Yamazaki 


WHAT HAPPENS WHEN a Dane and a Japanese couple renovate a home together? 
They combine Danish and Japanese aesthetics, of course - which was the case with 
Danish-born Jens H. Jensen and his Japanese wife Mariko Yamazaki. 

The couple bought their property - a ramshackle two-storey building - in 2010. 
While others might have only seen decay, trouble and skyrocketing labour fees when 
considering the house for purchase, the couple saw the opportunity to build their 
own private sanctuary. “The floorboards were thin, the wallpaper ugly, there was 
no insulation, the bathroom was rotten, the windows were crooked, and there were 
thousands of obstacles,” Jens recalls. “But the actual, basic construction was 
- to us - a brilliant point of departure for a DIY project.” It helped that Jens, who 
was responsible for most of the rebuild, proved a very able carpenter. 

Although the family stayed elsewhere during the renovation, they spent every 
weekend and holiday at the building site, with the couple only bringing in outside help 
for jobs they really couldn’t do themselves. Part of the reason Jens and Mariko pretty 
much designed, planned and rebuilt their home on their own was to ensure everything

walls is made from pulverised shells, while insulation is made from wood fibres and sheep’s wool. 
And recycled materials are used everywhere. “Everything needs to be transparent and plainly 
evident,” Jens explains. “We don’t use advanced technology or high-tech materials, but choose 
simple solutions and solid, natural materials instead. That has created a warmth and an honesty 
that we really like.” Jens is clearly intimately acquainted with every quirky detail, every sanded 
window frame and every nail in the timber planks in his renovated home. 

The interior decorating is very much characterised by the same need for simple, practical and 
unpretentious solutions. A bedroom wardrobe is made from timber recycled from the original 
house, the dining table is fashioned out of wooden pallets used to transport materials during the 
home’s reconstruction, and a floor lamp in the living room is made from iron pipes and a floodlight 
from a building site. The story of the creation of the house is present in every nook and cranny, 
giving each room character and personality. The couple have created a simple, modern, 
sustainable home for their family. It’s simply sensational, o 
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Wall floored!

ANNA AND TUOMAS Makela stumbled on this converted riverside factory a few 
years ago - and instantly pictured themselves living in the large 80 sq m space, 
with its additional 20 sq m mezzanine level that could operate as a work space. 
While the layout didn’t suit their needs, they were able to redesign it - and in the 
process renovated the apartment, efficiently transforming walls, floors, kitchen, 
bathroom and sauna before their baby Aida came along. 

The couple knocked down one wall to create an open-plan kitchen, dining and 
living area, with the dining area conveniently located next to the kitchen so when 
they have dinner parties - which they love to do - the chief cook can still socialise 
with the guests. For the living area, they designed a chunky built-in bookcase that 
extends on the side to create a window ledge - creating more surfaces to display 
charming vignettes and also adding a sense of fluidity to the bookcase design. 

Many of the pieces in the home are designer, with the couple buying a lot of 
them on online auction sites, such as eBay, or in furniture sales. The Artek sofa in 
the living room was bought during a sale, and stored for a couple of years until the 
couple found the right place to put it. The Ingo Maurer’s “Zettel’z 5” pendant light 
over the dining table was found online, and assembled by the couple. Anna and 
Tuomas have slowly acquired their pieces over the years, always with quality the 
focus. They are followers of online store Etsy and website Pinterest for inspiration. 

In keeping with their classic look, Anna and Tuomas favour a black and white 
palette, with splashes of colour provided by the odd accessory. A black feature 
wall in the living area beautifully offsets the light-coloured furniture and furnishings.

THE BEAUTY OF A TINY historic fishing village’s location - a nearby wild ocean and nnajestic 
mountain range - first drew Estelle Scholtz and Dirk Hartford to the area. Then they fell in love 
with a site for a home - except it was already occupied by two small cheek-by-jowl houses, 
which were basic but perfectly adequate buildings. But rather than demolish them, Estelle and 
Dirk decided to work around them, after considering their requirements. They both wanted space 
to work from home, including a studio for Estelle’s creative projects, and they also needed room 
to accommodate visiting adult children. As they both loved fresh air and outdoor living, they also 
wanted a house that connected to the outside, allowing for a barefoot, alfresco lifestyle. And it 
had to be practical, easy to live in and fit in with the fishing-village aesthetic. 

With a “make-do” mentality, the couple quickly came up with a solution - to open up the two 
existing structures and join them together to create a single, double-storey open-plan home. The 
original house at the back of the plot is now the master bedroom with ensuite, while the dwelling 
at the front, which overlooks the beach, formed the foundations for an open-plan living room and 
office. A generous kitchen and dining space bridges the area between the two. ^ 
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Blue waters

The studio is both a guest room and art studio for Estelle, a photographer/ 
designer/interior decorator. A generous balcony along the exterior north-facing wall 
upstairs provides lots of outdoor living space. 

True to Estelle’s aesthetic, the interiors are unpretentious, tactile and welcoming, 
with most of the kitchen cabinetry, cooking islands and bookshelves made by local 
craftsmen. Furnishings were kept simple and the palette neutral, with an emphasis 
on texture and the handcrafted. Flooring is painted screeded concrete in grey, while 
interior walls feature textured paint in a pale sand colour. Outside, the walls were 
painted in an earthy green that blends in with the surrounding vegetation and makes 
the exterior look cohesive - two cottages merged to become one lovely home, o

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01, FINDING YOUR STYLE It’s all about kissing frogs! You need 
to kiss a lot of frogs to find your Prince and finding your style is no 
different. It really is as simple as “Style & Error”. This is a fundamental 
method of solving problems, including design ones. “Style & Error” means 
repeated, varied attempts, until you find a style that is just right. It can be 
as unsystematic as you like. Don’t expect this to be a finite or static thing 
either... the “Style & Error” operation will continue throughout your life. 
Each new life phase or new property will force your hand, to somewhat 
reinvent your ideas on style. This is the ridiculously fun part - embrace it! 


02. GET THE LIGHT RIGHT Aim to have a variety of layered lighting that 
can be individually controlled for different times of the day, events or moods. 
Most rooms require three types of lighting: general, accent, and task. 
Ambient or general lighting illuminates a room in a fairly uniform manner. 
Accent iighting is used to emphasise a room’s features, such as art and 
decorative objects. Task iighting is all about directional and adjustable light 
sources - think reading lights and study lamps. Try and illuminate most of 
your room with an assortment of lights and lamps, preferably all fitted with 
dimmers. And please, enough already with downlights! ^ 


04. HOW TO BUY ART 



03. TRY BEFORE YOU BUY A surprising number of retaii stores and suppiiers 
wiii iet you take things home on “appro”. You can have 24 hours to interview 
the contender before making the big'deci^n: to buy or not to buy. Riigs and 
artworks are two ViP “try before you buy” candidates. I wouid even suggest 
that it’s impossibie to make a great rug_$eiection without first viewing it insitu. 

The ioveiy exception is if you have the opportunity to simpiy buy what you iike 
and buiid the perfect room around it. 

A great art coiiection starts with just one piece... and iike any big project, 
getting started is the hardest part. Here are my top tips for the beginner coiiector: 

• Research And Deveiopment - discover your art preference. 

• Buy what you iike. • Limited-edition prints, iithographs, siikscreens, 
photography, vintage posters and scuiptures are usuaiiy more affordabie to buy. 

• As with aii VIP purchases, remember to keep your records - it’s important to 
know the What, Where and From Whom you bought a piece of art. This information 
adds provenance to yoiir piece and could improve its value. • When it comes to 
seeking out the next big thing, look for galleries that have both emerging and local 
arti.sts together with the R.sta h li.qfhRd and intprnpitinnpil. • Remember, an art auction,, 
is at its most intimidating the fir^t time - then it’s peyond fun. It’s very grovvjn-up.

05. MAKING A BRIEF 



Even if you are going to be your own designer it’s 
important to follow a process. It all starts with the 
brief... or perhaps a long wish list. A good 
design brief shouid focus on the 
outcome of the design. A design brief is 
often referred to as a scope of works. It 
includes details on all elements that need to be 
covered in the project, a shopping list of needs 
and wants, together with ideas on the budget 
and timeline. For most, it will be easier to prepare 
a brief room by room. This will enable you to 
quickly list requirements for the space - for 
instance, you need to seat 10 at the dining table 
on a regular basis, or you need a study nook in 
the kitchen. 


06. MAKE (TOO) SMALL ARTWORKS WORK 
Hang small artworks off centre and lower than 
usual - this pulls the image into the space and, in 
the instance pictured here, makes it group or connect 
with the sofa. This asymetrical style of hanging will 
also work just as well above a bed, sideboard, or 
even TV unit. The arrangement is win-win, allowing for 
additional artworks to be added to the mix later on.

08. DESIGNERS: WHAT TO EXPECT 

Thinking of hiring an interior designer? The following points are good to know. 

• A designer will invade your personal spaces trying to figure out not only what you think 
you want but also what you do need. We negotiate the “his and hers” ideas and merge them into 
harmony. Sometimes, with respect, I will set the client’s brief aside, and check what is good for 
the space, room, or overall house. (Sometimes, unwittingly, clients ask for the wrong thing.) 

• A designer is part cheerleader. We encourage our clients to be brave and question 
conventional thinking. The goal is to achieve a truly personal space that’s perfect for how YOU live. 

• A designer is part clairvoyant. We see things that aren’t there... yet! We see the possibilities 
that pertain to your space and you can, too. 


09. DESIGN: SHOULD IT BE ABOUT RESALE POTENTIAL? The short answer is 
NO, not if you’re talking about the family home. The typical improvements made during 
a renovation should be adequate to ensure a good sale. (If you’re a developer, or renovating for 
profit, flipping houses, then it’s a different story.) Make the kitchen, bathrooms and landscaping 
what YOU want them to be, not what you perceive some unknown future buyer might want. 

Your family home is just that, so pay homage to YOUR family! ^

07. SOURCE LIKE A DESIGNER I like to brainstorm all, 
and I seriously mean ALL my options, from the modest to the 
deliciously over-the-top. Travel, magazines, journals and trade 
shows help to keep a designer up to date with new products and 
materials, and even design ideas. It’s important to remain open 
to opportunities along the way, too - just because the plan, 
brief, or moodboard has a material or element locked in doesn’t 
mean that we should miss an opportunity. Sometimes the best 
plan is to be open to change the plan. Seize the day. 
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Space-age splendour 

Want to see oversize furniture (Tip #13)? There’s plenty at 
Space in Alexandria (Spaeefurniture.eom.au).

12. UNDERSTAND YOUR SPACE 

The easiest way to understand the size of 
a space is mock it up within a large room 
(or even a shed!). Include the key items of 
furniture, either by using real pieces or a stack 
of cardboard boxes to resemble the volume. 
Masking tape and chalk can help with this 
process, too. The idea is to figure out what 
you need and where you can cheat. 


13. SMALL ROOMS NEED BIG 
FURNITURE Small-scale furniture in a small 
room makes things look, well, really SMALL. 
We all know how to make our legs look longer, 
or minimise our midriff. This is the same idea 
- we need to fool the eye. Guide the eye 
to “reading” or “assessing” the size of the 
room with a BIG visual reference. This could 
be a 3.5-seater sofa in a small room, or a high, 
grand bed in a small bedroom. 

14. FURNITURE & FLOW Allow for a 
generous corridor In a room, making 
it easy to move around and pass someone. 
Apply this generosity to the garden path, too. 
Study the possible movement patterns on 
your floorplans - use different colours to 
track possible routes. Flipping the orientation 
and configuration of furniture in a room can 
dramatically improve the experience of how 
you live within it. 


10. DESIGN STAGES - MAKE THE DESIGN FIT YOUR LIFE Design and organise your 
home life around who you are and how you like to live, and what you do. You need to make 
the building fit your family, not the other way round, particularly if you’re doing a new build 
or a substantial reno. If you have young kids then level access to the garden will probably be 
important. On the other hand, older teenagers and still-at home grown-ups will need separate 
spaces (even separate wings, if you can manage it!). Make sure the heart of the home is a light, 
open area in which to cook, eat, live and be social. Life is full of compromise but make sure the 
main space of your home is not one of them. Cheat on bedroom sizes, even bathrooms, to shift 
the balance of space to where it will be used 24/7. Adequate storage and utility rooms take the 
pressure off the main living spaces so make this a priority. 

11. OPEN-PLAN CAN BE OVERRATED Still, think carefully before you knock down 

all the walls. Open-plan is completely fabulous for relaxing on Sunday arvos and entertaining 
but they can be busy and noisy, and it’s impossible to hide the mess. Open-plan is at its best 
when they incorporate secondary spaces - snugs, nooks - that remain quite separate. 
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Access all areas

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15. CRACKING THE KITCHEN 

1 think it’s fair to say kitchens are the new living rooms. These days a kitchen is 
not just the heart of the home, it’s “control central”. It’s where all the action is, not 
least of which is the cooking. Is there a recipe for the perfect kitchen? Absolutely. 
The perfect kitchen is really just about sorting the kit! The first part of the process- 
is to understand WHO the kitchen is for Is it an investment property or 
for a family entertainer? Is yours a “family roast” kind of kitchen, or a “toast and 
Berocca” galley? Is your kitchen about producing comfort food, cupcakes, or 
fine dining? The bachelor’s “toast and Berocca” kitchen might be fun and glam 
but it’s the kitchen you have when you’re not really cooking. He needs a turbo 
coffee machine, a microwave, and some serious gas for the stirfry. That’s it. 

To design the perfect kitchen you need to think about what you’re cooking. 

Also, how do the chefs work in your kitchen? These things determine how 
much space you need to pass each other, what size appliances, and how 
much storage is required, and how to arrange the floorplan. ^

16 . CUSHION SELECTIONS 

You need more time and disproportionately more budget to get these 
right. Understand that symmetrical positioning of cushions 
makes things more formal and structured. Symmetry tends to 
work well in bedrooms and lounge rooms, but I would note a preference 
for keeping this look in the bedroom. Symmetry often means LESS 
cushions so this can be used as a strategy to manage budget 
constraints. Random cushions need more “Style & Error” testing 
than just about any other item. Cushion colours need to relate to 
something else in the room, but beware of the “perfect match” - this 
can easily go wrong. Play with pattern, but do try to work within 
just one or two same colour palettes. Patterns can either be a similar 
scale or a balanced mix - just make sure you throw in a couple of 
low-key options or block colours so the eye has somewhere to rest. 
Finally, play with shape too; larger cushions should be placed at 
the back, and layered forward to create a mix. Now, karate chop! 

17. FABRIC HOUSES Wholesale fabric houses service the entire 
design industry of architects, designers and decorators. Each 
wholesaler has a different “signature” style or “handwriting” to 
their collection, both in terms of surface decoration and fabric type. 

The general public are welcome to visit fabric showrooms but will 
need to purchase through a decorator or designer. 

18. CHAIRS ARE TO INTERIORS WHAT SHOES ARE TO 
FASHION You know what they say about shoes: they will make 
or break an outfit. It’s the same with chairs. Think of them as 
accessories. They are the perfect design tool to add sass to any 
interior. It’s sensible to play it safe on really big-ticket items like 
sofas, rugs and dining tables but chairs can defy the rules. Let loose. 
Fake fur, animal prints, velvet, vintage leather... Just remember 

that a chair has to be comfortable. 

19. ORDERING A DREAM SOFA/CHAIR? Always order an 
extra 3 or 4 metres of sofa fabric - this is your insurance policy. 
The fabric will be in the same dyelot as your original order which means 
should the unthinkable happen you will be able to re-cover a couple 

of large base or back cushions. If you have pets, order enough of your 
sofa or chair fabric to make a throw-style blanket to cover the sofa 
or chair. This can live on the sofa day-to-day and be whipped off at 
a moment’s notice to reveal nice clean hair-free furniture. 

20. CURTAINS Please order full-height curtains only - and 
do take the rod or track right to the ceiling. Better yet, conceal the 
track inside a recessed pelmet. 

21. CUSTOM-MADE... ANYTHING Sofas, furniture, lights, art, 
you name it, you can have it custom made. You will be 
surprised that the end result will be on par with a large retailers’ 
offerings, both in terms of pricing and lead-times, but the end product 
will be perhaps more meaningful, and bang on brief. Many furniture 
suppliers also offer a custom service. All you have to do is ask. 

BUT: you need to be 100% across the design process and understand 
what the specifications mean. Double check that your item will fit 
through the doors (and in an apartment block, the lift too). ^

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22. CUT THE CLUTTER, CRAP & CHAOS 

Everything you own will be better for it. And so will your mental health. 
Go through your house, room by room, and seriously remove the crap. 

Keep only things that are both functional and beautiful. 

This is the single biggest thing you can do for your home and the really 
great news is you can usually do it in a day (OK, maybe a week). If you 
don’t know where to start, take everything out, bar the basic big-ticket 
furniture items, and “interview” all the other items before they gain entry 
back into the room. “Do you really belong here?”

23. MIXING BEDLINENS A great bed is all about 
mastering the mix. Let prints from different sheet 
sets coiiide. Throw your bed fashions together like 
a fashion blogger’s street style. If you still prefer white 
linens then make the cushions the accent - layer the same 
pattern from wallpaper to cushions to give it a modern 
edge, or make the cushions a single standout feature. 


24. THREADCOUNT is often used as a measure of 
a sheet’s smoothness and durabiiity. Threadcount 
- it can go as high as 1000, hotel standard - refers to the 
number of threads woven into a square inch of fabric. 
Absolute top-of-the-line is 100% Egyptian cotton - its 
long fibres produce sheets that are thin, extremely strong, 
and very luxurious and soft. Natural fibres like Beigian 
iinen, made from the flax plant, create a heavier, more 
textured sheet than cotton. Linen drapes beautifully, and 
breathes, making it feel lovely to sleep in, warm and cosy 
in winter and cool in summer. 

Planning is the key to good storage. Be space-aware 
and “use” all the unused spaces. For lovers of books, 
magazines, ceramics, guitars, CDs, DVDs, kitchen 
accouterments, say heiio to joinery. Joinery 
has gone viral and is inspiring household displays around 
the world. Joinery, bookshelves or storage display units 
can be designed to fit precisely what you need them to. 



26. HOW TO USE SAMPLES I love a good sample. 

A sample pot, cutting, brushout, catalogue. Samples are 
a very useful tool - at the beginning of a project they 
represent possible options, a collection of ideas that are 
worthy of consideration. The sample becomes a reference 
for many other materials, too. As the project develops the 
samples represent a record of selections. Always try and 
keep TWO sampies - one is a “working sample” used 
to reference colour and texture as the project develops. 
The other sample needs to stay in the master file. This 
sample will enable you to access the all-important code 
and colour numbers when you need to. 

27. COLOUR METAMERISM 

is a phenomenon that occurs when colours change 
when viewed in different iight sources. Colour 
mutations can be avoided by “testing” or reviewing large 
samples of colour in the precise location that they are to 
be used. When viewing most samples, paint or carpet in 
particular, it’s important to note that the colour will look 
darker in a small sample piece; conversely, when looking 
at an expanse of the same material it will look lighter. ^

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26. YOU MAY NOT NEED A SOFA IN THE 
LOUNGE Some lounge rooms look great without 
a sofa. Think boutique hotel lobbies, cocktail 
bars, restaurants, pop-up events. Think luxe, 
over-scale chairs. High-back, upholstered, 
vintage clubs. Even a pair of Eames lounges 

and ottomans can give you more lounging 
opportunities than a generous four-seater sofa. 

27. HIRING PAINTERS Request various 
quotations based on your specifications, 
not an industry standard (which is generally 
two coats) - this way all the quotes should be 
comparable in terms of “product”. Check out 
their van and their wardrobe. If it’s sloppy, 
there’s a good chance their finishes on your house 
will be, too. Not to mention the way they care for 
your property while they’re painting. The very best 
paint teams won’t subcontract the job out, and 
the owner will be present, both on your job, and 
on the tools. Additionally, make sure you get what 
you pay for - if three coats are specified make 
sure three coats are applied. 

28. EXTERIORS; A BIG NO-NO Don t you 
dare highlight downpipes by painting them 
in a contrast colour!

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There is a crazy abundance of whites on offer from all the different paint companies. The trick to 
getting the white right, the absolute first time, is all about joining the CULT. That’s right, COLOUR, 
UNDERTONES, LIGHT, AND TEMPERATURE. Colour: you need to understand the existing 
colours in the room including the colours of furniture, fabrics, fixtures, and fittings. Undertones: 
there are “colours” in white - whites can be broadly classified as cool whites or warm whites. 
Light: consider the light sources in the room, both from windows and lights. Temperature: 
is the room cool or warm? Oheck the orientation - north-facing rooms will need a completely 
different white to a south-facing one. Cooler whites tend to suit modern contemporary spaces 
with lots of windows. These whites tend to have blue or black undertones and are good at 
neutralising bright light. Warmer whites have yellow, brown, or red undertones and tend to suit 
older homes with few windows because they add a little heat or sunshine to cooler environment. 
Comparing whites side by side is misleading - you need negative or neutral space to understand 
the colour in your white. Use supersize samples that can be moved around, and always review 
colour at different times of the day and night, lights on and lights off. 
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30. DESIGN - FOCUS ON THE BIG PICTURE 
AS MUCH AS THE DETAILS And so to our final 
topic. It’s a biggie and the thing you always need to 
keep at the back of your mind. Design is reaiiy about 
understanding a probiem, or a goai. Then it’s about 
testing the solutions, and refining the options to find the 
most appropriate solution. The reai trick is to balance 
the detail while still keeping your eyes on the big picture. 
Perfection is a series of small things done really well. 

So keep your “eyes on the prize”. Happy decorating! O

NO TWO DAYS ARE the same tor Nikki Davey, who regularly assists stylist 
and interior designer Amanda Talbot, and has worked extensively on projects 
such as the Ooogee Pavilion in Sydney. Originally from Melbourne, Nikki moved 
to Sydney to study interior design while working as an events manager and 
merchandiser. When the opportunity came up to work with Amanda she 
grabbed it. Each day is different and might involve sourcing props from 
designer showrooms, rummaging through op shops tor ocean-themed 
books to line the shelves of a venue, designing custom fabric on a computer 
to be printed, or liaising with an engineer on a building site on how to best 
hang a 40kg pendant. “Since working tor Amanda I’ve developed a much 
stronger sense of colour,” Nikki says.

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BUNNY EAR CHEESY 
VEGETABLE PIES

Cooking time 1 hr 10 mins 

Equipment Small sharp knife; 
chopping board; vegetable peeler;

O Add carrot, potato, zucchini and 
corn, and cook for 10 mins until 
potatoes and carrots are almost 
tender. Remove from heat, stir 
through peas and season with salt 
and pepper to taste. Allow to cool. 
O Meanwhile, cut 24 bunny-ear 
shapes that are 7cm long out of 
one of the pastry sheets. Trace 
the insides of the ear with the tip 
of the knife making sure you don’t 
cut all the way through. Fold the tips 
of 12 ears over to form the floppy 


ear. Lay on lined baking tray, brush 
lightly with beaten egg and bake for 
15 to 18 mins until golden. Remove 
from oven and allow to cool on tray. 
@ Spray muffin tray with olive oil. 
Cut rounds from remaining pastry, 
large enough to slightly overlap the 
holes (approximately 12cm). Line 
muffin tray with pastry rounds then 
fill with cooled filling.

Take the washbasin, for example, on one side of the blade 
wall, or the galvanised-steel shelving used for storage on 
the other. This bathroom proves you don’t have to spend a lot 
of money to achieve a creative look. 

One of the most dramatic features is the blade wall covered 
in green mosaic tiies. It separates the bathing area from 
the dressing area and sets the colour scheme for the space. 

A lush vertical garden and nearby planters echo the verdant hue 
and lift the otherwise industrial decor. The freestanding tub 
in gleaming white is also a contrasting element while the floor- 
mounted rainshower is another five-star touch. ^

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DETAILS TO LOVE 

MARINE PLYWOOD 

Timber looks great, but isn’t always great for the 
bathroom. Marine-grade plywood, as the name 
suggests, is up to the job in the wettest of rooms. 




MIRROR TRIO 

Instead of having one large mirror, here three 
smaller vintage mirrors have been grouped 
together, adding deooration to the spaoe. 

TIMBER TRIM 

The shelf, vanity and oistern easing are made from 
the same warm-toned timber to add another 
deeorative layer and ereate visual eontinuity. 


BATH CADDY 

Bath eaddies are so praetieal, espeeially 
if flat surfaees around the bath are limited. 
In faet, more baths should have them. 
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Two in one 

A shower over the bath is a great 
spaee-saver for small bathrooms 
where you might think only one or 
the other is possible. 
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TIMBER / SIMPLE 

This pared-back space has elements of a Japanese bath house. The slate-tiled bath with slatted- 
timber bath caddy and the Wabi-sabi aesthetic offer influences from the East, while the tapware and 
lighting designs hark from the West. As this is a wet-room, the walls and toilet cistern have been clad 
in marine plywood, and to keep with the honest design, all the screws have been left exposed. 
The marine piy ciadding and timber vanity and shelving impart a warm, textural feel, which 
is needed in such a minimal space. Personality is added, too, through the use of vintage items, 
such as the collection of old mirrors, the wall clock and other secondhand containers. 
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PATTERN / BLACK 

There’s a classic undercurrent going on in this bathroom - white 
subway tiles, cast-iron claw-foot bath, plantation shutters - but the 
decorative details are completely contemporary. The beautiful patterned 
tiled walls and floors are the focal point, but the stars are the black 
accents - lighting, tapware and towel rails. The vanity is another nod 
to modern design with dual square-shaped sinks on a floating timber 
shelf, as is the discreet glassed-in shower recess beside it. ^ 




DETAILS TO LOVE 

MINI LAMP 

ATolomeo “Pinza” lamp in Black was clipped on 
to the cabinet door and is perfect for task lighting. 

CABINET PANELLING 

Tongue-and-groove panelling has been given 
a modern makeover with matt white paint. Here, 
it bridges classic and contemporary styles. 

TWO TILES 

You can use a patterned tile over a large area as 
long as you temper it with a plain. These patterned 
ones are Circulaire encaustic cement tiles in Faun 
& White from Bespoke Tile & Stone. 
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STOOL 

Having a stool or side table near a freestanding 
bath gives you somewhere to place toiletries, 
a book or a glass of bubbly.

DETAILS TO LOVE 

BLUE CABINETRY INTERIOR 

The interior of all the oabinetry is made from Laminex 
in a deep blue called Infinity. It provides a pop of colour 
when doors and drawers are opened. 

MAJOR MARBLE 

Marble comes in many colours and effects and can add 
a grand decorative impact to your kitchen. The one used 
here is Calacatta “Viola” from Euromarble.com.au 

BRASS TRIM 

The curved-triangle benchtop has been trimmed in brass 
to go with the column leg and add a little metallic glamour 
to the predominantly architecturally rectilinear space.

ROCKSTAR / COLOUR 

The focal point of this kitchen, by architect Scott Weston, is a glamorous brass- 
trimmed island bench made from Calacatta marble. It sits in front of a blue 
feature wall on which an artwork. Post Alien Speedlight by Peter Maloney, hangs. 
The sculptural Serge Mouille wall light is mounted on this wall, too - it fills the 
kitchen void and provides flexible lighting to the island unit. Cabinetry is finished in 
timber laminate, but open the cupboards and drawers and you’ll find they’re made 
from blue Laminex, chosen for its durability and pure visual delight. As for 
appliances, the owner already owned Liebherr fridges and an live oven/cooktop, 
so they were worked into the design rather than needlessly upgrading. ^ 
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Two in one 

A white linen curtain 
separates the kitchen from 
the living area, but is usually 
pulled back to maintain the 
open feel in the space. 
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All lit up 

The kitchen features a combination of lighting - strip 
LEDs along the service panel and a manoeuvrable 
Tolomeo ceiling light over the island bench. 



WHITE / MINIMAL 

When the brief is for a clean, modern, minimal kitchen, the solution is white, white, white. 

In this space, it’s been applied to the joinery, benchtops and splashbacks, with a pale grey 
floor to anchor the look. The central island features storage on both sides - a mix 
of deep and shallow drawers to keep a variety of kitchen essentials. Along the back wall, 
the cabinetry spans the length of the room, making the kitchen feel larger than it is. What 
looks like cupboards up top is actually a fixed service panel to hide pipes and wiring that 
run through the house. LED strip lighting was installed on top and underneath it. To 
maintain the streamlined look, appliances are integrated into the joinery and the benchtops 
are kept predominantly clear. Only a few accessories adorn the room - some white and 
wood homewares on the benchtops, a white scarf-draped coatrack and a black and white 
beanbag on the floor nearby. ^ 


DETAILS TO LOVE 

WHITE SINK 

In keeping with the strict palette of the space, 
even the kitchen sink is white - it’s made from 
Cohan and was moulded into the benchtop. 

PAINTED FLOORBOARDS 

Instead of being sanded and stained, the 
floorboards have been painted in a glossy pale 
grey to hide any imperfections. 

OVERHEAD LIGHTING 

The Tolomeo “Sospensione Decentrata” ceiling 
light can be moved and angled to maximise task 
lighting, which is perfect for food preparation. 

COOKER ON ISLAND 

Having the Smeg cooker on the island instead 
of the baok wall allows the cook to interaot with 
others in the living room beyond. 



Cooktop decor 

The Smeg gas cooktop is 
positioned on the island 
bench and decorated with 
a sweet monochrome pot. 
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Fine dining 

The dining table was custom 
made from ash timber and a 
large slab of granite. The Artek 
chairs are by Alvar Aalto. 


Helio yeiiow! 

The frames on all the doors 
and windows were finished in 
yellow, adding a contemporary 
edginess to the home. 


HIPPY / DRAMATIC 

As much as this kitchen has a high-end style 

- slick black appliances, marble sink and 
floor-to-ceiling art in the adjoining dining zone 

- it has a bit of a hippy twist to it. Plants 
are grouped together en masse - a major 
design feature of the kitchen - their foliage 
spilling over benchtops and shelves, and 
most of the crockery is rustic stoneware with 
a handmade aesthetic. The earthy look is 
snapped back to edgy with the bright yellow 
doorframes in the dining zone. Large black 
and small white floor tiles create a stripy 
design feature through the open-plan space. 
Slate tiles were also used to clad the kitchen 
workspace. As for benchtops, they’re made 
from plywood, a dramatic contrast to 
the Carrara marble sink. Open shelving acts 
as storage in this kitchen with caddies and 
trays used to corral smaller items. Also open 
are the plywood shelves hanging from 
the ceiling. Some hold plants others play host 
to assorted jars and pantry items. ^ 


DETAILS TO LOVE 

HANGING SHELVES 

Plywood shelves are suspended from the 
oeiling by metal ohains and oreate more surfaoe 
area for storage and display. 

GREENERY 

Plants are displayed in oeramio baskets on hanging 
shelves and aoross the benohtops. It adds 
a oolourful and textural dimension to the spaoe. 

COPPER UTENSILS 

As pretty as they are praotioal, oopper utensils 
add a touoh of glimmer and metallio warmth. 
Koskela.eom.au has some lovely ones. 

MARBLE SINK 

This double sink ineludes a draining surfaoe on the 
side. The surfaoe will build up a patina over time, 
whieh is part of the beauty of marble. 
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Cohesive colour 

The concrete benchtops and 
steel fittings pick up the grey 
tones in the timber cabinetry. 
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CONCRETE / RAW ^ 

This inner-city kitchen is aii about raw materials and a refined utiiitarian feei. Thick 
concrete benchtops and recycied timber joinery impart a heavy, mascuiine iook, but 
they’re tempered by the pure white waiis and naturai iight that floods into the space.

DESIGN STATEMENT The kitchen, part 
of an open-plan dining and living area, is 
one of several designed for a townhouses 
project in Annandale, in Sydney’s Inner 
West (Elle and husband Jonathan bought 
the property off the plan). “It was important 
to create kitchens that are of the space 
rather than dominating the rooms,” Conrad 
explains. The Caesarstone benchtop was 
originally specified in Emperadoro, a dark 
colour of a similar tone to the flooring 
(which is finished in a black stain), but Elle 
had always wanted white benchtops so she 


contacted Conrad and had the Emperadoro 
swapped out for Frosty Carrina, a soft ivory 
white with delicate powdery grey veins. 

“The benchtop has a sharkstooth profile 
to give it the slenderest of profiles,” Conrad 
says. The glass splashbacks are in white, 
and the joinery is gloss polyurethane in 
Dulux “Vivid White”, the same colour as the 
internal walls and ceilings throughout the 
rest of the home. “The kitchen isn’t an 
independent design statement,” Conrad 
says. “It works within the living area 
as an integral part of the space.” ^

Interior design expert Jacinta Preston 
reveals her secrets to great decorating 


FIRE UP YOUR imagination, tiles are trending! Tessellated, Marrakech, 
subway, penny round, Turkish, tumble, mosaic, hex, granite, slate, 
sandstone, travertine, porcelain, marble, mirror... and the list goes on. 
There are just so many design possibilities with tiles. In fact, they’re now 
completely off-the-wall in terms of style - modern tiles embrace 
imitation textures and can resemble, fabric, wood, leather, glass 
and paper, and they are even available in 3D shapes. Not only do they 
look great, tiles can be a very cost-effective way decorate your 
home, particularly in high-traffic areas and moisture-rich environments. 
FAB FEATURES Modern tile designs can look like artworks, even 
floor carpets and area rugs. Tiles are becoming as decorative as 
wallpaper, and we can’t seem to get enough of the colour, texture, 
pattern, and scale opportunity. Tiles are the new black (seriously!). 

GET YOUR GROUT RIGHT Grout simply locks tiles tight, keeping 
water out and bonding the tiles together preventing the edges from 
chipping and cracking. It helps control the functionality and durability of 
tiles and plays a major role in day-to-day maintenance and the overall 
longevity of your tile. Grout divides and frames tiies, and can 
highlight individual tile shapes or patterns. Grout is a whole other 
design decision so, please, give it the consideration it deserves. 

There are three approaches when it comes to choosing grout coiour: 
1. Matching grout - matching the grout colour to the tile colour

makes the grout lines less pronounced and therefore the tile itself is 
accentuated. This is the best option if you have over-the-top beautiful 
tiles with a basic layout. 2. Contrasting grout - a contrasting grout 
colour and tile colour will emphasize both the pattern and layout of 
the tiles, rather than the tile itself. 3. Neutrai grout - a light, neutral 
grout produces a look somewhere in between matching and contrast. 
PICK A PATTERN Tile patterns can change the look of your room. 
The “straight iay” is probably the most common of all patterns - it’s 
simple, clean and modern, and really lets the tiles do the talking. The 
“running bond or brick pattern” - think subway tiles - is a great 
pattern for hiding imperfections, as are mosaics and penny rounds. 
The “diagonai iay”, where tiles are set on a 45-degree angle, helps 
to make a space feel larger, as well as adding interest to an otherwise 
neutral scheme. Finally, the “herringbone pattern” can look both 
modern and vintage, like a beautiful parquetry floor, o
